Robert Ashby recently 
purchased the station he 
had been leasing from the 
Atlantic Richfield Com¬ 
pany for the past nine 
years and will soon carry 
Sunoco products. He said 
that ARCO is selling its 
smaller service Stations on 
the east coast because the 
California-based company 
is pooling their interests 
into their current project, 
the AM PM Mini Market - 
self-service gasoline 
stations. Two years ago 
ARCO conducted a 
feasability study and found 
that the location of the 
Robert Ashby’s station was 
ideal for an AM PM store. 
However, those plans were 
rejected because self- 
service stations are 
prohibited in the city 

Ashby's decision to go 
with Sunoco came after he 
met with representatives of 
other major oil companies. 
He chose Sunoco because 
he felt they offered the best 
deal for his customers. He 
was impressed by the 
company’s four brands of 
unleaded gasoline and by 
the fact that Sunoco doesn’t 
charge customers extra for 
using their credit card 
Most other company’s tack 
on a service charge making 
a credit card purchase.
